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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because, as required by 37 CFR 1 .84 (/), which 
addresses character of lines, numbers, and letters in drawings: 

All drawings must be made by a process which will give them satisfactory 
reproduction characteristics. Every line, number, and letter must be durable, clean, 
black (except for color drawings), sufficiently dense and dark, and uniformly thick 
and well-defined. The weight of all lines and letters must be heavy enough to permit 
adequate reproduction. This requirement applies to all lines however fine, to shading, 
and to lines representing cut surfaces in sectional views. Lines and strokes of 
different thicknesses may be used in the same drawing where different thicknesses 
have a different meaning. 

3. New corrected drawings in compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121 (d) are required in this 
application because the lines and lettering in the figures are not "clean" and "uniformly 
thick and well-defined". Drawings appear to be poor photocopies. Applicant is advised 
to employ the services of a competent patent draftsperson outside the Office, as the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office no longer prepares new drawings. The corrected 
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drawings are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application. The requirement for corrected drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

4. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

5. Claims 1-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to enable one skilled in the art to 
which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or use the 
invention. The claim limitation regarding identifying the estimated time offset is not 
enabled as it is not clear what time is being measured. The claim describes the time 
offset "defining a difference between a start time of the audio sample and the time at 
which the audio sample was recorded". However, it is not clear how the time of an 
audio sample would ever differ from the time of audio sample recording. The instant 
specification has extensive discussion of the "time offset" but it does not appear to shed 
any light on how exactly this time is determined. For example there is no simple 
statement of the time line or drawing of the timing offset.
